White House is a virtual stranger 
to a president’s son whom 
the 
political winds conceivably might 
blow there in 1937. 
Robert A. Taft, elder son of the 
late William Howard Taft, Ohio’s 
favorite son" candidate for the Re­ 
publican 
presidential 
nomination, 
was rarely in Washington during 
the four years his father occupied 
the White House 
Robert, now 47 years old, was 
a student at Yale university and 
Harvard during the Taft adminis­ 
tration. Wishing to avoid emphaslx- 
ing his position as the son of the 
president, he refrained from visit­ 
ing Washington except during va­ 
cations. 
Although he had attained bis ma­ 
jority by the time his father vain­ 
ly sought reelection in 1912. Robert 
took no active part in the cam­ 
paign. His brother, Charles, seven 
years his Junior, wa# only 15 at the 
time. The brothers now are mem­ 
bers of the same Cincinnati law 
firm. 
Helped Elect Hoover 
Robert, after practicing law here 
for four years, became assistant 
counsel for the United States food 
administration 
i n 
Washington. 
There he met Herbert Hoover and 
in 1928 was a leading figure In the 
campaign that enrolled the Ohio 
Republican presidential delegation 
under the victorious Hoover ban­ 
ner. 
His interest in enactment of a re­ 
form taxation program sought by 
Cincinnati associates included Taft 
to seek election to the Ohio house 
of representatives. He served there 
six years, and drafted legislation 
to inaugurate an entire taxation 
program that featured a state bud­ 
get law. 
He served as Republican 
floor 
leader of the Ohio house in 1925 
and as speaker in 1926, when he re­ 
tired. 
Five years later, however, Taft 
returned to the general assembly 
as a member of the senate in fur­ 
therance of hi# interest In passage 
of a taxation classification amend­ 
ment.

It may be assumed that reoccupation of 
th* demilitarised Rhineland was insvltabie. 
Yet. unless France had made a treaty with 
Russia for mutual ald in case of attack by 
Germany, Chancellor 
Hitler 
would 
have 
lacked sn excuse to take the momentous 
Step. 
The chain of circumstances, of course 
has many more links in it th in that. France 
wuuld not have made an alliant:# with Rut 
ai* lf Germany had not broken the Treaty 
of Versailles. Germany, on the other hand 
would not have broken the Treaty of Ver 
tallies it the treaty bad not imposed re­ 
strictions which Germany could not endure 
Those restrictions would not have been Im 
posed if France had not believed it newts 
sary to take drastic stsps to insura itself 
against an ancient enemy. 


Chancellor H itler’s repeatsd overtures of 
friendship for Francs in the current crisie 
are, therefore, significant. 
It is apparent 
in all th* chancellor’s speeches that bs does 
not regard Franc* as an Insvltabla enemy, 
but rather aa a potential friend. 
There it 
evidently some hior# potent force at work 
than th* traditional enmity between Ger­ 
many and France. 
Probably thar* ara two 
forces. 


Russia is one—Russia which Chancellor 
H itler reviles et every opportunity—Russia 
which is the focus of German hatred and 
the Imagined threat to German security. It 
is war between Russia and Qsrmany which 
is to be feared more than war between 
France and Germany. 
Obviously, from the 
German viewpoint uo more offenaive alli­ 
ance could have been made than that of 
Russia aud France. 


The second force is Germany's internal 
economic condition. 
The Nail dictatorship 
is staking its existence on manipulation Of 
a shaky credit structure. 
It is under terrific 
pressure to maintain national morale. The 
more its attention can be distracted by for­ 
eign affairs the less time It will have to 
brood on its domestic affairs.

the Interior under which the Amer 
lean Indian would be restored to 
tribal life on reservation!, is oppos­ 
ed by many chiefs, according to 
Bright Roddy, ' Little W hite Buf­ 
falo,” Indian authority and Chief of 
th e Winnebago*. 
The chief difficulty, according to 
Little W hite Buffalo, ia not th at the 
Indiana would not prefer a tribal 
form of life to their present exist­ 
ence an wards of the government, 
hut rather th at the change has 
rom e so late that the Indian's spirit 
has become dulled and many of 
them have forgotten their Indian 
way*. 
For more than IOO years. Little 
W hite Buffalo explained, the gov­ 
ernm ent tried to “civilize” the red 
man. 
W hen it became apparent 
th at the Indian could not be "civil­ 
ized," the government adopted a 
policy of trying to wean th e young­ 
er Indian children away from their 
tribal habits, letting the older ones 
live aa they wished. Only th e grad­ 
ual assimilation of the red man into 
the white rare would end the Indian 
"problem,” It was believed. 
Chiefs Losing Pow er 
Then recently came the about- 
face In government policy, 
It wag 
discovered that tribal chiefs were 
losing their hold on their people; 
the traditions, a rts and handicrafts 
of the red man were dying out. 
These, the government declared, 
should be preserved. 
The man moat bitterly opposed 
to the new plan is Joe Bruner, or 
Ok-Tay-Ah-Cho-Chl*, chief of the 
Chickasaw* and head of the Cher­ 
okee, Creek, Choctaw, Chickasaw 
and Seminole alliance. 
Bruner, called the most powerful 
of modern chiefs, is antagonistic 
because he believes his people do 
not. want to "retrograde" to their 
tribal customs. 
"W e (annot go back to our old 
custom* now,” Bruner said. 
"The 
buffalo, deer and antelope, which 
the Indian lived on In his native 
state are all gone. 
lf you put him 
on a reservation he will be merely 
a farmer, and he ii that now. 
Up to Indians 
"if the Indian traditions and cus­ 
toms eau be made to survive, then 
they will have to survive Just as 
the traditions of other peoples have 
survived. 
They will have to be 
he kept alive by the Indians them ­ 
selves. 


"lf the government wauls to help 
the Indian now, let it give to each 
one who is head of a family a small 
grant of fertile land, tax free, so he 
ta n live as a free man. 
Once you 
put him hack on a reservation, hts 
spirit, is broken and he no longer ta 
the same." 
Allied with Bruner are the hoat 
of people with mixed lndiau blood, 
who have enough claim to being In­ 
dian to draw some benefits from 
the government, but who are com­ 
plete strangers to the Indian cus­ 
tom s and traditions. 
Baconrind Last of Great Chitfs 
Among the lust of the picturesque 
chiefs to keep his nation together 
under a tribal form of government 
was Baconrind. 
As a result of this 
—and the fact that the Osage In­ 
dian lands held much oil—the tribe 
became wealthy and each mem ber 
today receives about $2,000 annual-

ty program widely copied by other 
municipalities. 
The trlple-E 
pattern—for 
engi­ 
neering, enforcement 
and 
educa­ 
tion—has been the model of almost 
all cit lea In safety campaigns of 
various types, and at. present is the 
them e of a national assault on traf­ 
fic mortality. 
Its development has brought Mil­ 
waukee recognition from the Na­ 
tional Safety council, the United 
States Cham ber of Commerce, the 
American Public Health association 
and the National Fire W aste coun­ 
cil ag th e "safest city.” 
In 1912, when the automobile’s 
value beyond the field of 
pleasure 
been untested, railroads were 
suffering trem endous losses I oth in 
actual money and In good will and 
prestige through injuries and death. 
In that year 25 persons. Including 
representatives of the government, 
the Red Cross And industry, m et 
here in what was known as the first 
cooperative safety congree*. 
Meeting Brought Organization 
That first meeting led to the for­ 
mation in New York City the next 
year of the National Council for In­ 
dustrial Safety. The triple-E pattern 
was outlined and Milwaukee began 
putting It into effect. 
By 1915, according to Clarence J. 
Muth, m anager of the safety divi­ 
sion of the Milwaukee association 
of commerce, the mass production 
industries faced the same situation 
railroads did three years earlier. 
The association of commerce sta rt­ 
ed a purely local movement for 
safety In the shops. 
In the campaign, the first E, en­ 
gineering, was placed In the safety 
orders o f the state Industrial com­ 
mission. Rules for the conduct, o f 
shops w e re set down, and certain 
types o f machinery were equipped 
with guards to reduce accidents. 
Education 
was 
effected 
through 
schooling plant supervising fore­ 
men capable of teaching element* 
of safety to men under them. 
For Firs Education 
I 
In 1923, the educational program 
swung to the fire hazard. Enforce­ 
ment of recommendations were en­ 
trusted to fire prevention bureaus 
and fire department and Insurance 
codes and standards. An Industrial 
Fire Prevention school was started 
in 1923. I .ast year 2,300 persons a t­ 
tended classes. 
At th* sam e time the anti-fire pro­ 
gram started, a first ald in industry 
campaign was developed. Standards 
for treatm ent were set by th* Amer­ 
ican Red Cross and enforcement 
was developed within the industry 
through Insistence that minor in­ 
juries be treated In factory hospi­ 
tals. It is estimated that an educa­ 
tional program relayed through key 
men reaches 76 per cent of Milwau­ 
kee's Industrial employes. 
In 1924, Just 12 years after the 
railroads turned to a safety pro­ 
gram, the automobile 
was being 
recognized as a serious hazard to 
life. Milwaukee organized a public 
safety commission 
of 
voluntary 
citizens appointed by 
the mayor. 
The departm ent of public works. 
aided by lighting streets, installing 
clear, visible and 
comprehensive 
signals, building safety islands on 
broad streets and charting lanes. 
Police A Factor 
Enforcement, 
naturally, 
came

They would receive their 
property tax free and would lose 
nothing. 
T he other tribes, however — the 
Chippewas, Choctaws, Creeks, Che­ 
rokees—were throw n into turmoil. 
If they accepted the plan, those of 
them who had been successful in 
living among the white men would 
have to give up their property to 
the tribe, sharing it with those who 
had lost all they had. 
This they 
w ere unwilling to do.

THOUGH 
GREAT 
advances 
have been made In the treatm ent 
of Influenza during recent years. 
no definite means of cure has been 
discovered. 
I am quite sure, how­ 
ever, there would be fewer cases 
if we guarded against colds and in­ 
fections. 
Many cases of influenza 
can be traced 
to neglect of the 
common cold. 
Though the cause of influenza 
has never been determined, it is 
known that certain conditions in 
fluence its development. 
Among 
thorn are excessive fatigue, expo 
sure to cold with chilling of the 
body. undernourishm ent and faulty 
ventilation. 
In and of Itself influ­ 
enza 
is 
not 
particularly serious. 
The trouble is that It often leads 
to grave complications. 
During an 
epidemic the disease is exception- 
ly dangerous, with a distressingly 
high death rate. 
# 
Influenza is a disease which may 
occur in any season. It is especial­ 
ly common during late winter and 
early spring. 
It respects neither 
age nor sex and. Uke pneumonia, is 
most likely to be dangerous to the 
ry young and the aged 
Serious Disease 
The disease comes on suddenly, 
with headache, backache, pains in 
the legs and fever. 
The patient 
complains of feeling tired and ex- 
haueted. the feet are cold, and the 
pulse la rapid. 
Influenza is a serious disease be 
eaux# it lowers the resistance of 
the body and. in consequence, leads 
to complications. 
Pneumonia 
is 
the most dreaded of these. Middle 
ast 
infections, 
nasal 
sinusitis, 
bronchitis, and h*art disturbances 
are other poesibilitles of the dis­ 
ease. 
Since influenza is contagious or 
infectious, it spreads rapidly by 
contact. On this account it is wise 
to avoid crowded and poorly ven­ 
tilated places. 
A person who baa 
it should be kept by him self and 
avoided by all who are not com­ 
pelled to be near him. 
The patient must be under the 
personal 
supervision 
of a physi­ 
cian. 
Like other infections of the 
breathing apparatus, the treatm ent 
consists essentially of rest in bed 
and the taking of medicine neces­ 
sary to relisve pain and control 
the fever. 
Encourage the patient to 
plenty of water. The food
